Feeding Method Impcrtant As Ration 
There is 110 b est rule ab out ieed- 
ing methods and there are m any that 
are successful. The one that is given 
in this b ulletin has b een used at the 
Purdue University Experiment S ta ­ 
tion with unform success. The mor 
talitv each season has b een 
only 
from 8 to 15 per cent. 
Bab y chicks are “ hardened off*' 
in the incub ator and art* ab out 24 to 
36 hours old' when transferred 
to 
the b rooder. If this is done at night 
they will remain quiet under 
the 
hover. Not b efore 48 hours and pre­ 
ferab ly 60 hours of age, should feed 
b e given. Milk may b e availab le b e­ 
fore this, b ut the yolk of the p a r­ 
ent egg will furnish sullicient feed 
up to this time. 
The grain mixture is offered as the 
first solid feed and placed 011 paper 
pie plates or pans so that it will b e 
easily found. A gentle tapping 
on 
the plate will cause the chicks to 
loo k for food and commence e a t­ 
ing. The amount to b e given cannot 
b e definite as the appetite must con ­ 
trol this. A little and often, 
is 
a 
good rule and if what is offered 
is 
not cleaned up within 20 or 30 min­ 
utes the pan and food should b e re 
moved. The common plan is to offer 
grain five times daily for 
the 
first 
week, reducing this to tour and then 
to three times each day, as 
soon 
as possib le. 
With careful watching 
this may b e accomplished within two 
weeks, b ut some feeders prefer 
to 
take three weeks to 
b ring 
ab out 
.such a reduction in the numb er 
of 
grain feedings. 
After five days of feeding]; or when 
the chicks are a week old, the juash 
may, b e offered in a trough as des­ 
crib ed 011 page 7. The first day 
it 
may b e given after dne of the grain 
feeds, then after two feeds and b y 
the end of the second week it can b e 
kept in front of them throughout the 
entire day. A fter a few days 
of 
feeding the grain 
in a pan, 
it 
is 
scratched off into the litter and from 
then 011 it may he scattered over the 
floor. The newest method of feeding 
now b eginning to b ecome popular, is 
to grind the grain, so that it may he 
mixed with the m ash and fed as 
a 
makh from the start. When that is 
done, the m ash hopper is constantly 
b efore the chicks after they are 
a 
few davs old.

It is per­ 
fectly natural for ev eryone to fav or 
enforcement of laws that do 
n o t ¡said 
ailed him and to approv e nullitica-

tioii of those which abridge his sup­ 
posed rights. 
Jn the first place, there are 
too 
many laws, and in the next 
place 
the law isn’t applied always 
with 
equal force upon the poor and 
the 
rich. There’ will nev er be the respect 
for law that there should be 
until 
we hav e the same laws for 
ev ery­ 
body. 
jioheny and f all were acquitted of 
a charge of conspiracy to 
defraud 
the I nited States gov ernment out of 
nav al oil leases. A few days 
after 
they were freed by a jury 
of 
¿he 
United States supreme court, without 
one dissenting v ote, restored the oil 
leases to the gov ernment. The court 
opinion held in effect that fraud had 
been practiced 
in transfering the 
leases to Poheny when Pall was sec­ 
retary of the interioC Yet neither 
lias to pay the penalty for this pal­ 
pable v iolation of the law. 
Judge Clarence Dearth of Mimeie 
was impeached by the state house of 
representativ es lor 
misusing 
his 
power as circuit court judge. 
The 
senate concurred in the house action, 
with only one v ote against proceed­ 
ing with the trial. There was 
only 
one v ote in the house against 
the 
impeachment. 
The proceedings were brought un­ 
der a law of 189 7 
which 
prov ides 
that the impeached official shall 
be 
remov ed from office pending trial. 
The law also prov ides that the gov ­ 
ernor shall appoint a successor 
to 
the impeached official. In tins 
in­ 
stance, the judge is defiantly 
re­ 
maining in office, transacting busi­ 
ness in his court daily, and Gov ernor 
Jackson refuses to comply with the 
law bv appointing a successor to the 
judge. 
The gov ernor h a s 
been 
adv ised 
that the law under which the pro­ 
ceedings were brought does not ap­ 
ply in this case. It is another exam­ 
ple of the ease with which opinions 
regarding laws may he prov ided, to 
suit any occasion. 
Is it any wonder 
that 
contempt 
for law is so co mmo n. The 
av erage 
prison is not concerned about 
it. 
Kbmyone wans his pot 
laws 
en­ 
fo rced, but as for the remainder of 
them, it majv cs no difference so long 
as they do not affect his well being. 
The yon tempt for law will grow so 
long as this attitude existt-j among 
the people.

tit to wait until near the end of the 
session and adopt a resolution. 
The house (lid not keep faith with 
i he peopie of Indiana when it 
de- 
. med to order an inv estigation 
of 
j olitical corruption charges. There 
was amply ground to order such an 
inv estigation. Ev ery person in 
In­ 
diana who has paid the slightest bit 
of attention to polities in 
Indiana 
during the past two years 
knows 
that an honest, fair and 
impartial 
inquiry should hav e been made alter 
the rev elations that were made dur­ 
ing the last campaign and the 
ad­ 
mitted failure of the Marion coun­ 
ty grand jury to accomplish 
any­ 
thing. 
1 he legislature 
enacted 
sev eral 
salary grab measures and failed to 
rev ise the primary law, as promised 
by both political parties. But be it 
to the credit 
of the 
legisla­ 
ture that it had the good judgment 
to repeal the absent v oters’ 
and 
registrational laws, two political ims- 
tits and supposed 
political 
“ cure- 
alls" that hav e prov ed failures. Both 
were represented to be aids to v ot­ 
er*—to be the means of influencing 
wider use of the ballot, but on the 
contrary, during this recent era of 
legislation to safeguard the v oters’ 
interests, tin1 use of the ballot

slowly declined.

wiped out. In Iwataki 89 0 buildings 
collapsed and lire broke out in the 
w reck age. 
The long, narrow island of 
Jlon- 
shiu, main iisland of Japan, 
lies 
north und south for nearly 
two- 
thirds of its length, and then 
turns 
to an almost east-west position. It 
is s h a p e d like a boomerang. The a r ­ 
ea hit most sev erely by the 
earth­ 
quake is in the lower part of 
the 
island, midway between its 
curv e 
and tin* western tip. 
The island is about 75 miles wide 
at that point, from Kobe 
on 
the 
south to Kakasa hay on the north, 
and apparently most of that terri­ 
tory was dev astated. 
Except for 
Kyoto, Osaka

rich. There' will never be the respect 
for law that there should be until 
we .have the same .laws i'or 
body. 


Ibohcny and Fall were acquitted of 


a charge oi' conspiracy to 
dei'raud 


the United States government out of 
naval oil leases. A lew days 
after, 


they were freed by a jury of flie 
United States supreme court, without 
one dissenting vote, restored the oil 
leases to 'the government. The court 
opinion held in effect that fraud had 
been pnictto-ed in trans-fering the 
leases to Dnhcny when Fall was sec- 
retary of the interior. Yet neither 
has to pay the penalty i'or this pal- 
pable violation of the law. 


Judge Clarence Dearth of Muucic 


was impeached by the state house of 
representatives i'or 
misusing 
his 


power us circuit court judge. The 
senate concurred in the house action, 
with only one vote against proceed- 
ing with the trial. Tin-re was 
only 


one vote in the house against 
the 


impeachment. 


The proceedings w*rc brought un- 


der a law of ]897 which provides 
that the impeached official shall be 
removed from oflice pending trial. 
The law also provides that the gov- 
ernor shall appoint a successor 
to 


the impeached official. In this 
in- 


st:ui'-o, the judge is defiantly 
re- 


maining in ofli«-e, transacting busi- 
ness in his court daily, and Governor 
Jackson refuses to comply with the 
law by appointing a successor to the 
juiige'. 


The governor lias 
been 
advised 


that the law under which the pro- 
ceedings were brought docs nol ap- 
ply in this case. It is another exam- 
ple of the ease with which opinions 
regarding laws may ibe provided, to 
suit any occasion. 


Is it any wonder that ' contempt 


for law is so common. The average 
person is not concerned about 
it.
